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Even In Poverty and Death Gloom Is Banished 





- Urge To Escape Solemnity Criticized By Rabbi 


CHICAGO (NJP) — “The ri- 
diculous urge to escape solemn- 
ity at all costs even in the High 
Holy Days season,” was de- 
cried by. Rabbi Ira_ Eisenstein, 
writing in his Anshe Emet 
Bulletin. 

Presenting the proposition that 
gloom has: virtually been ban- 
isheq from: our lives, Rabbi Eis- 
enstein asserted that: ‘some con- 
. gregations arrange ‘parties’ and 
‘get-togethers’ just before the 
Selihot service.” The rabbi said 
Anshe Emet’ had no plans for 
such a “gay affair.” 


“Today it is increasingly dif- 
ficult to establish the proper 
mood for the High Holy Days,” 
Rabbi Eisenstein wrote. “In- 
deed, so determined are we to 
avoid all manner of gloom, that 
we have virtually banished it 
from our lives, despite poverty 
and death which continually 
surround us.” 

“Poor people,” he continued, 
“are aided by organized char- 
ities; and most men and women 
never have to look into the faces 
of the needy. As for death, it 
is handled so delicately that 
most of its forbidding counten- 


ance is veiled. The chapels are 
tastefully appointed, admirably 
suited for the ‘receptions’ which 
the bereaved are expected to 
conduct before the funeral. The 
bare, brown dirt of the grave is 
tactfully disguised with arti- 
ficial ‘grass.’ ” 

The Chicago rabbi closed with 
the hope that “we have many 
occasions to laugh and be jolly. 
But please let us respect the 
tradition which bids us go sol- 
emnly to the synagogue at mid- 
night and enter into the spirit of 
the Days of Awe.” 





ARABS LURING TOURISTS 
BUT ISRAEL ALSO BENEFITS

NEW YORK—Boomerang is the word for what has been hap- 
pening to Arab Information Office travel promotion material. 
The effort is effective because it is luring would-be travelers to 
Arab countries, but it is inadvertently bringing business to the 


State of Israel. 
It’s all in the name. 

Under the title “Visit the Bible 
Lands,” colorful travel posters 
and booklets depict the charms 
of Iraq, Syria, Lebanon, Libya, 
Egypt, and Jordan. Currently 
such an exhibit can be seen by 
any one passing a tourist office 
on Park Avenue near 5ist Street 
in New York City. 

Glaringly omitted from the 
display is the one place all Bible 
readers associate with it—Israel. 


THE POST learned that some 
40 per cent of all tourists v - 
ing the Arab countries come to 
Israel as well, due to a large ex- 
tent to the Arab Information 
Office tourist promotion. The 
entire area is considered one 
tourist-wise, and few visit his- 
torical or holy places in the Arab 
countries without then going on 
to visit Jerusalem and Nazareth. 


AMERICANS of all faiths nat- 
urally associate Israel with the 
Bible, and no Christmas or holi- 
day tour can be sold to them 
without including a pilgrimage 
to sites in Israel. 

As a matter of fact, the title 
“Bible Lands” used by the Arab 
Information Office has been 
plagiarized from the title “Land 
of the Bible’ originated some 
eight years ago by the Israel 
Government to attract tourists. 

Some of the art work used in 
Israel tourist publications has 
likewise been copied.

his views on the Arab-Israel 
situation when cornered by 
the reporter for The POST. 


Winchell said he favored 
United States arms for Is- 
rael and opposed further 
concessions of any kind to 
Egypt. 

“I’ve always been for the 
little fellow; and I’d like to 
see the little fellow (Israel) 
strong enough to get up and 
knock the big fellow’s 
(Egypt’s) teeth down his 
throat.” 

Asked if he agreed with 
France’s Premier Mollet who 
described Nasser as “a little 
Hitler,” Winchell stated 
sharply: “I think Nasser is 
a S.O.B. I mean it. You 
may quote me just that way. 
And if your editor doesn’t 
print it, he’s a coward. And 
I'll say so from coast-to- 
coast.” 

On the activities of the 
American Council for Juda- 
ism and its anti-Zionist prop- 
aganda, Winchell had this to 
say: “Nobody fights Jews 
more than some_ so-called 
Jews. I wish they would 
stop.” 


Border Explodes . 


World Eyes Suez 


JERUSALEM—While the attention of the world is centered 
on the meeting in Cairo over the Suez seizure, United Nations ex- 
perts were readying a report on the killing of 13 Egyptian soldiers 
this week, following the explosion of a land mine which killed two 
Israeli soldiers and wounded three others. 


The Israeli soldiers were pa- 
trolling the border when their 
jeep was blown up by a land 
mine which had been placed only 
a few hours previously. Tracks 
led to the Egyptian border. 

THE EGYPTIAN soldiers were 
killed in three separate attacks 
following the land mine explosion. 

Israelis who 
were breathing 
more easily fol- 
lowing Egypt’s 
involvment in 
the Suez cr’sis, 
were’ _ recalled 
to the true sit- 
uation by Ben- 
Gurion in his 
address to the 
current Mapai convention. He 
stressed “the gravity and the 
greatness of the hour” amidst 
“unprecedented dangers.” 


THE ISRAELIS were hearts 
ened, however, by the first pub- 
lished news of the French 
Mysteres. Reporters were ale 
lowed to see the 18 fast planes 
which can outstrip the Russian 
MIGs, received by Egypt, in 
speed and maneuverability. The 
planes had been flown back 
from France by Israeli air force 
pilots where they had been re- 
turned for minor adjustments. 

Announcement by Egypt that 
she had added the Bat Galim <he 
Israeli vessel she seized ir the 
Suez, into her navy did little to 
calm the feeling of tenscness 
here. The Egyptians had been 
unable to find a buyer for the 
ship, which was the first flying 
the Israeli flag to attempt to 
negotiate the Suez,

Rabbis’ Delay Plea 
On Sept. 5 Opening 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (NJP)—A request by all of the city’s 
rabbis that the opening of public school be postponed because it 
fell on Rosh Hashana was denied here by the New Orleans school 


board. 


A similar request three years ago was granted. 


Rabbi Israel H. Weisfeld and 
Leo A. Bergman appeared be- 
fore the recent school board 
meeting after a request by mail 
from the Rabbinical Council 
suggesting delay was denied. 


THE REQUEST .was first 
made in April of this year by 
letter, before the dates for the 
new school year apparently had 
been set. 

When no reply was received 
by June a second letter was sent. 
It elicited a reply from C. P. 
Besse, school board president, 
stating that the board found it 
impossible to accede to the re- 
quest for many reasons. He cit- 
ed a state law concerning the 
number of days schools must be 
in session quring the year. 

He also notified the rabbis that 
the procedure for the opening of 
the schools had already been 
completed.

Dentist Shortage 


In Israel Expected

BUFFALO~—Israel faces a se- 


rious shortage of dentists in the 
next three or four years, the 
organizer and dean of that na- 
tion’s only dental college de- 
clared. 

Dr. Ino Sciaky, dean of He- 
brew university’s schoo] of den- 
tistry in Jerusalem, told The 
POST that nearly a third of Is- 
rael’s practicing dentists are due 
to retire soon because of age. 

At present, he said, the pro- 
portion of one dentist to 1,700 
inhabitants was very good, but 
the age distribution was the 
problem. “About two-thirds of 
them are between 45 and 65, 
so that we need 25 to 30 dentists 
a year to replace those who re- 
tire,” he explained. 

Dr. Sciaky saiq his dental col- 
lege will graduate its first class 
of 20 in 1958. 

The 44-year-old educator is on 
a tour of dental colleges and re- 
search centers in the United 
States. The tour is sponsored 
jointly by Hebrew university 
and Hadassah, which is provid- 
ing books ang supplies to the 
dental school.

Says Age of Scrolls 


Precedes Christian Era 


STARLIGHT, Pa. (NJP)—The 
controversy over the age of the 
Dead Sea scrolls, which a lead- 
ing American Biblical scholar 
said will not definitely be de- 
termined for 15 or 20 years 
(NJP, Aug. 31, 56), was stirred 
anew here by an Israeli archaeol- 
ogist. 

Dr. Immanuel Ben-Dor, depu- 
ty director of Israel’s Depart- 
ment of Antiquities, told a B’nai 
Brith Institute of Judaism here 
that not only are the scrolls au- 
thentic, but, in addition, they 
precede the Christian era,

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Cantor Schwartzman Case 
Shows How USSR Jews Fare

HAIFA—-Readers may recall that just about a month ago we 
sent out an SOS call for a Cantor Joseph Schwartzman. An Is- 








raeli seaman who had visited a Russian port had met Jews there 
and had obtained information regarding the whereabouts of the 
Cantor’s family. Where in America was Cantor Joseph Schwartz- 
man? 


We had written two letters to the Cantors’ Association at 
236 Second Avenue, New York, finally receiving 
a brusque reply that the man was unknown 
to them. 
But Cantor Joseph Schwartzman does exist. 
He has for the past 18 years been cantor of 
Congregation Ahavath Achim in Atlanta, Ga., 
and, he writes to me, for 25 years a member 
of the very Cantors’ Association which said that 
they had never heard of him. What should be 
done about the Cantors’ Association, its officials 
and its efficiency, I leave to the cantors of Amer- 
Alpert ica, but I shall be very much disappointed if 
there is not a thorough house-cleaning. 





THE REMAINDER of this sequel is much happier. 
port of Odessa, the Israeli seaman, Yitzhak Stamboli, met a Jew 
whose eyes almost popped out of his head when he heard that he 
came from Israel, and he implored him somehow to get a mess- 
age to the Cantor. The Russian Jew is Cantor Schwartzman’s 
nephew. 

What about the Cantor’s family—his sister? 

Upon reading my column Schwartzman wrote me at once, 
telling me that he had had no word from his family in Europe 
since the Nazis had marched east. “I always scan the many 
papers I read to see maybe some day, some how, I will see their 
name or names asking for me or my family. Please, as a mitzva 
write me or wire me collect exactly what you know, what mes- 
sage you received and from whom it was....”’ Thus wrote the 
Cantor. 

By the time you read this, he already has the information 
that his sister survived and has returned to the little town near 
Kishinev where the family lived. The nephew and his family live 
in Odessa. We hope that communication can be re-established, 
but in any event a search which had gone on for many years is 
now over. 


STAMBOLI, the seaman, told of the chance meeting. He had 
gone into a store in Odessa to buy something, just after the Is- 
raeli cargo vessel had docked. Though he spoke a fluent Rus- 
sian, he was eyed curiously by the storekeeper, who wanted to 
know where he came from. 

Under instruction to avoid political discussion, Stamboli an- 
swered laconically: “From the land where your God came from.” 

“And how do you know who my God is?” the Russian asked. 

“No matter who He is, He came from my country,” the Is- 
raeli countered. 


ONCE IT WAS ESTABLISHED that the land was Israel, the 
Russian tried a new tack: “There are all sorts of people in Is- 
rael; of which are you?” 

“Of those who govern the country,” said Stamboli. 

At this point the storekeeper leaned over the counter and 
whispered that he, too, was a Jew. 

Shortly thereafter Schwartzman’s nephew entered the store. 
The new look in Russia had apparently not yet reached Odessa, 
because the young man hesitated to write names or addresses. 
They might be incriminating evidence against him. He finally 
stepped into the men’s room, wrote a few words on a tiny scrap 
of paper, and surreptitiously passed the paper to the Israeli. That 
piece of paper is now in Cantor Schwartzman’s hand in Atlanta, 
Ga., and it brought him the news of his sister’s existence. 


STAMBOLI’S SHIP was in Odessa in January of this year. 
Immediately upon return to Israel, the seaman set in motion the 
search for the American cantor. A letter to the Cantors’ Associa- 
tion in March went unanswered; a second letter in June brought 
the negative reply. Surely we had done everything that could be 
done. The whole case might have been dropped at that point, but 
some hunch made us write about it. 

For Cantor Schwartzman and his family the New Year be- 
gins on a happy note.

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When Charles Roth, who just 
returned from Israel where he 
opened an office for The POST, 
was visiting here, the Cohens 
took him along through the ex- 
panding suburbs toward the new 
Jewish Center swimming pool. 

His reaction to the mushroom- 
ing new houses was to remark 
that George Bernard Shaw would 
surely, had he seen the lay of 
the land, made some cutting re- 
mark about Americans building 
cities in order to leave them 
behind. In England, Charles re- 
minded us, families live in the 
same home, ang seem to be hap- 
py about it, generation after gen- 
eration, for hundreds of years. 

My mister had made a similar 
observation only recently, when 
on the subject of the merits 
of new and older homes. He had 
felt a well-built older home had 
its good points. “Don’t the Brit- 
ish live in the same houses for 
300 ang 400 years?” he added 
to clinch the argument. 

‘Which, naturally, started me 
thinking. 

AMERICANS are certainly not 
going in for sticking by the old 
family homestead, even the fin- 
er, well-built ones. Why? I can 
figure out at least four contrib- 
uting reasons, 

For one thing, no use kidding 
themselves, there is the problem 
of running away from the col- 
ored population, a problem not 
found by the British. For an- 
other, with the cost of house- 
hold help, larger homes take 
a lot of upkeep, so owners run 
to smaller, easier-to-clean dom- 
icles, Ang thirdly, in the past 
few years so many new and la- 
bor-saving ideas have been in- 
corporated into homes—the new 
types of windows and window 
sills; new easy-to-clean floors 
and walls—that to efficiency- 
conscious homemakers the old- 
er homes appear as antiquated 
as the horse and buggy. 

But one other factor, Charles, 
must be considered also. 

IF GENERATION after gen- 
eration is to live in the same 
house, then when daughter ar- 
tives, she must settle down un- 
der the same roof with mama 
and papa, and, in America, this 
course of action is definitely not 
popular. I even read of experts 
who advise newlyweds to, quick, 
make a bee-line for their own 
love nest, be it even a single 
toom. “Young married couples 
simply must be alone, away 
from family interference,” they 
allow, “to be able to make all 
the adjustments necessary.” 

We could try arguing with 
them, such as pointing out that

adjust and build wholesome fam- 
ily structures even when they 
had to share a couple of rooms 
with their none-too-small fam- 
ilies; but we'll accept the ex- 
perts’ pronouncements as well as 
the fact that newlyweds today 
do go out and establish new 
homes for themselves. That cer- 
tainly is where America differs 
from England and helps explain 
the rush to the suburbs. 

AND TAKING a good look at 
this trend, this establishing of 
a new home with a new mar- 
riage, makes it clear to me once 
and for all that it is no use 
arguing — today’s widows are 
destined to living alone whether 
they like it or not. And the key 
word is independence, The moth- 
ers are independent. The daugh- 
ters are independent. They each 
like their own kitchen and pre- 
fer their own way of doing 
things. And it is a concession 
for either of them to come to 
the other. 

Take a letter I found in the 
local daily in the advice column. 
A mother-in-law wrote to say 
she couldn’t understand why 
more women couldn’t get along 
with their daughters-in-law. See 
how well she had adjusted since 
she had gone to live with her 
son. (She rejected the idea of 
an old peoples home.) She had 
worked out the following ar- 
rangement and it was fine. 

1. She ate her breakfast alone 
after they finished, 

2. She asked some time during 
the day what she could do to 
help and never did anything ex- 
cept what was suggested. 

3. After supper she went to 
her room and remained, read- 
ing or at TV, or she went vis- 
iting. 

I don’t know about you, but 
my reaction was that this bore 
little resemblance to a family 
relationship. She sounded more 
like a formal, humble, even ob- 
sequious boarder. 

Living alone would be sad but 
at least a woman could keep her 
pride.

the heavy side, 
is thoroughly 
adequate; ad- 
ditional edito- 
rial activity 
devolves on 
the individual 
adapter.

IS THERE A 
CONFLICT HERE? 


A report from Champaign, Ill., where the 12th an- 
nual leadership training institute of B’nai B’rith girls was 
held, relays the information that the teen-age youngsters 
agreed with the general feeling of the growing strength 
of Jewry and Judaism. : = 

At the same time, results of a questionnaire conducted 
by the B’nai B’rith among 200 members of its youth or- 
ganizations showed exactly the opposite—very little in- 
terest in items indicating any Jewish content, according to 
Boris Smolar of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The young 
people were interested in sports and social activities first 
and anything with Jewish content last. 

There seems to be a conflict here. But is there? 

In one case, it is the leaders of the young people who 
are stating their views. In the other, it is the average 
youngster. Then, too, in the case of the questionnaire, al- 
though we’re not experts at this, if someone were to ask 
us whether we preferred bread or a big thick steak, or 
whether we would choose doing a mathematical problem 
to watching a ball game, there would be little hesitation 
in our answer. 

If the 200 young people who took part in the question- 
naire were to have declared that they preferred “hearing 
a rabbi discuss some phase of Jewish life” to sports, then, 
truly, we’d be concerned with American Jewish youth. 





The EDITOR'S 
CHAIR... 


The most interesting thing around The 
POST is the mail. It used to be so especially 
thrilling to us in the early days when we 
were putting out a national paper with not 
even a prayer to back us up.

In any event, the mail this morning while 
I’m writing this Chair contains the follow- 
ing letter from Julian Berch, of Washington, 
D. C., which is written, we’re sure, just to 
let us know how he feels about The POST 
and some of its writers, and also to make 
some suggestions:

DEAR MR. COHEN: 

I have been a constant reader of your 
weekly Jewish newspaper, and I really 
enjoy reading it. It is the best medium 
for keeping abreast of the activities of the 
Jewish community that I know of. 

I would like to offer two suggestions: 

In recent years, you have tried to im- 
prove your paper by introducing more 
guest (or regular) columnists. There is a 
growing interest both in youngsters and 
adults in Israel stamps. Since the subjects 
portrayed are Jewish in motif, and as most 
of the collectors of Israel stamps are Jew- 
ish, I feel that such a column would have 
widespread appeal.

I’m sure that I’m not the 
first that has suggested this to you, but I 
hope I’m not the last. 

The second point I would like to make 
is that I agree with the many letter- 
writers, who take the view that your paper 
Over-plays the importance of the American 
Council for Judaism. 

I have had the pleasure of occupying the 
presidency of a modern congregation this 
past year. We have had many informal 
discussions on the subject of this organi- 
zation. It was the feeling of nearly every- 
one that I spoke with that their ACJ view- 
points were well known and that their pe- 
riodic utterances could well be predicted, 
and therefore were not really news-worthy. 
I don’t think that their actions and pro- 
nouncements shouldn’t be carried in the 
papers, but the write-ups certainly don’t 
merit the front pages. 

Before I close, my wife and I would like 
you to know that we think Car] Alpert’s 
column one of the best in your paper. He 
is more illuminating than anything in “Is- 
rael Speaks.” We also enjoy Helen Cohen’s 
column.

The Business of 
Spiritual Inventory

The month of Elul and the first two weeks 
of Tishre constitute for the Jew a six-week 
period of spiritual inventory. All too often 
the inventory becomes a sacredotal business 
operation. The Jew recalls how many times 
he has attended or not attended synagogue, 
Es <§ how often he has said Kad. 
dish or visited the family 
plot at the cemetery. If he 
is an official of the Schul, he 
thinks in terms of mem- 
bership increase, attendance 
graphs, dues collections, etc., 
etc. This is a bookkeeper’s 
religion and all too often 
leads to double-entry manip. 
ulation. 

The purpos-~ of this period 
is quite different. It is primarily a time for 
the individual to face himself in the light of 
those virtues and behavior goals which Juda-

ism sets before him. It is intended to humble ’ 


the soul to the point where the person can 
say as he images the man of integrity: 
“There but for me, go I.” It is indeed a 
time for self-confession and self-analysis. The 
psalmist early recognized the therapeutic 
value of confession when he said: 


“HAPPY IS HE whose transgression is 
forgiven, whose sin is pardoned. Happy is 
the man unto whom the Lord counteth not 
iniquity and in whose spirit there is no guile. 
When I kept silence, my bones wore away 
through my groaning all the day long, for 
day and night Thy hand was heavy upon me. 
. «. Then I acknowledged my sin unto Thee, 
and my iniquity I have not hid... and 
Thou forgavest the iniquity of my sins. For 
this let everyone that is godly pray unto 
Thee in a time when Thou mayest be found.” 

Just as it is not necessary for a Jew to 
engage an intermediary to bring his confes- 
sion or petition to God, so also is it not im- 
perative that he have an expert to analyze 
his troubles. The Jew is encouraged to be 
his own analyst and whether he has a fool 
or an honest man for a patient is pretty 
much up to him. He is given the chance to 
answer the question so desperately asked by 
Macbeth: “Canst thou not minister to a 
mind diseased, pluck from the memory 4 
rooted sorrow, raze out the written troubles 
of the brain, and with some sweet oblivious 
antidote cleanse the stuffed bosom of that 
perilous stuff which weighs upon the heart?” 


FOR THE JEW, the sweet oblivious anti- 
dote is his faith. By that faith, he can con- 
vert the heavy hand which lies upon him into 
a helping hand. By identifying himself with 
God as a partner in His creation, he becomes 
a self-willing, inner-directed person, respon- 
sible in some measure for the forces that 
operate upon him. He is no longer the mean 
object of malevolent or indifferent pulls and 
pressures, but a master of his fate. And 
even though that fate denies him his heart’s 
desire and vetoes his tenderest hopes, he be- 
comes transformed by tragedy and refined by 
the slow pain of existence until he achieves 
the grandeur of accepting a universe into 
which his good and evil must be sublimated 
into a larger good. Then from these intro- 
spective depths he may raise the mighty af- 
firmation: “By my faith, I will live and de- 
clare the greatness of my God.”

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Samuel’s Book Wondrous Demonstration On Wit, 


THE PROFESSOR AND THE FOSSIL, by Maurice 

Samuel. Knopf, $4.00. 

Smiting hip and thigh, Maurice Samuel, in this 
reply to Prof. Toynbee’s treatment of the Jews in 
“A Study of History,” restores to literature itself 
the great tradition of the'answer that rises above 
the document. it attacks. 

For sheer intellectual pleas- 
ure, I have.fead nothing like this 
s in years. Regardless of whether 
# it concerns the Jews, regardless 
of whether it is an argument with 
which I couldn’t be more pas- 
sionately in agreement, there is in 
this book such a wondrous dem- 
onstration on wit, intelligence, 
and erudition, that the reader 
finds himself raising up his head, 
after certain passages, with the desire to cry out: 
“Look how he’s impaled that idiot Toynbee on his 
own words!” 

UNFORTUNATELY, the intellectual controversy 
scarcely remains in literature, at least not on this 
side of the Atlantic. There is only agreement, 
praise, or dispraise through avoidance. No one 
ever comes out flatly to call another writer a fool, 





writer of major stature, taking on one of the most 
overbearing “authorities” in the scene of modern 
scholarship. 

Some may say: It is worth devoting an en- 
tire book to proving how wrongly and badly Toyn- 
bee has treated the Jews? But Toynbee’s influence 
is tremendous, on world thought. It is the ap- 
proval of a professor of this kind, given for ex- 
ample, to the incredible line of argument that the 
Jews have done to the Arabs in Palestine what the 
Nazis did to Jews in Europe, that lends such 
murderous talk the stamp of authoritative truth. 
Samuel shows how the whole turgid build-up of 
Toynbee’s historical work leads to this tremendous 
lie. 

His chapter on “the blurring effect” is a glor- 
iously incisive exposure of pomposity in litera- 
ture. He shows by one passage after another, 
how Toynbee starts out by making a qualified 
statement, a perhaps, a couldn’t-it-have-been, and 
a few hundred pages, or a few volumes, later re- 
fers to his own dubious assumption as a fully es- 
tablished fact. Another favorite method of blurring 
is the method of inclusiveness. 

THUS, THE JEWS are included in a “Syriac 
culture,” and later on, any contribution the Jews 
may have made to human thought and ethics is

“Thence the longing to make the third attempt 
remained in the people, deeply worked into its re.

RUMOR FAMILIES CONVERT, EXPLODES 
BEERSHEBA—The furor over 
the so-called conversion of 17 
prominent local families to Chris- 
tianity and their emigration from 
Israel died down this week, when 
a closer check failed to reveal 
any substance to the widely pub- 
licized newspaper reports.
